Did some experiments with an MPF102 FET as a control element for RF Gain 
control this morning. Worked out quite well. 


Upside: Short leads in RF circuit -- pot can be any place there is room, 
more uniform gain change. 


Downside: Takes more parts (4) -- probably won't work with 9 Volts. 


It takes about 8 Volts on the Gate to pinch the device off. When this 
voltage is reached, there is still some RF getting through (but not much). 
Probably through the S/D capacitance, other stray capacitance and stray 
inductances. 


The change is minimal until the Gate voltage gets near 8 V. Then the 
change is more dramatic. A pot with a log taper (audio?) and a rate of 
change that decreases as the resistance increases would help. Max gain at 
12 V and min gain at ~8 V. 


Connected the FET between C1 and D1 with short leads. Drain to C1 and 
Source to D1. The Gate is connected to the wiper of a 5 k Ohm pot and 


bypassed with a .1 uF cap (don't need a stray antenna here). 


Connect the 5 k Ohm pot -- one end to 12 V and the other end to 10 k Ohm 
resistor. The resistor is connected to ground.

My personal favorite is bipolar, using the 2N5109 (or better) but running 
them as common base Norton amps is not necessary at HF. Other factors 
influence the circuit design more than that grounded-base config. Even 
RACAL does not use grounded-base in the preamp that came with/or was an 
option on their later RA6790/GM. I also like a cascode, grounded gate, pair 
of MPF-102s/etc. that was published in the DEC1995 issue of "CQ" entitled

If this is a repost, forgive me. My machine went berserk as I was 
writing the original version of this. 


A question for the technically talented among us: 


I'd like to run a 100MHz TTL canned oscillator as the BFO in my 
W7ZOI/K7TAU Spectrum Analyzer. The oscillator will only sink/source 
4mA. Thus, I need a buffer amp to transform this Low level/High 
impedance signal to a higher level/50 ohm impedance. 

I have been unable to find any VHF Buffer amp circuits (approx 5K 
to 50 ohm, 10 to 15dB gain). 

In doing it myself, I have no accurate means of measuring output 
levels at this frequency and don't wish to destroy the oscillator. It 
would be tough to test or optimize any circuit I may develop. 

I assume it will be a simple matter of using a single FET, but I'm 
not sure of typical FET performance at VHF. 

Does anyone have a favorite circuit that can accomplish this? -OR- 
Does anyone know of a source of simple information to teach me how to 
design something like this myself?

Enter "K66" (without the quotation marks) in the FCC ID field and

the same files. Click on the Detail link and you will be presented with 
a list of files. The bottom one is the manual, and the pictures are also 


available on that list. 


Make sure you have the Japanese Font Package installed for your Acrobat 
reader. Even though the manual is in English, Acrobat needs this package 
to display the manual (don't ask me why). You can download the Japanese 
Font Package (5.8Mb, don't download the one for Pocket PC) at: 


http: //www.adobe.com/support/downloads/product.jsp?product=10&platform=Windows 


Whenever you see an ad for a radio, scanner etc. and it does not say at 
that FCC approval is pending, then first go to the FCC ID Search site to 
find information on a radio. This information is usually not cataloged 
or indexed by Web Search Engines like Yahoo or Google, or even a better 
one, Teoma.com. If you visit the FCC data bases on a regular basis then 
you can often get the scoop on new radios before even one word has been 
published anywhere. 


The Grantee Code (K66 in this case for Yaesu) does not change for a 
manufacturer, although some manufacturers seem to have multiple Grantee 
Codes. By just searching by Grantee Code you will find documentation on 
all equipment a manufacturer has offered to the FCC for certification. 
Some manufacturers, or companies who do the testing for them, forget to 
check the confidentiality box on the application (when they file online) 
or they forget to ask . If that happens then all documentation they 
submit will be available through the FCC website, often including 
schematics and other fun stuff. 


If you have a radio without a manual, use the FCC-ID on your radio to 
search the FCC databases to see if they have a copy available for 
download. There are sites out there that will gladly sell you a copy of 
a manual, but you may already have paid for it through your tax dollars.

I know that I posted this info many moons ago on the APRS list, but I 
may have also posted it here before. If I did, then I apologize for the 
bandwidth. 


As for the FT-857..... I often see manufacturers publish an ad announcing 
the radio before the radio is type accepted. This time Yaesu waited 
until after New Years. I wonder if this is a replacement for the FT-897 
and Yaesu made a deliberate attempt not to announce this radio before 
the Holiday Season in order to maybe "flush out" the FT-897. Pure 
speculation of course.
